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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 9 
March 2010 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the grounds that the subject 
matter in Groups I and III is so similar that examination of both of these groups 
would not place undue burden on the examiner. This is not found persuasive 
because these two groups are materially different because, for example. Group 
III does not contain a fuel supply while Group I includes a fuel supply. In 
addition, Group III recites the generator recharging the metal-air converter; a 
limitation not part of Group I. Because of these differences, there would be 
undue burden on the examiner to examine both of these groups. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.
